In the etirring speech of the day, 
the Hon, Geo, P. Smith put before 
the assembled teachers of Alberta 
some of the knotty problems which 
are facing the educationalist of today 
and which are affecting all phases of 
life, not only throughout the domin- 
‘on or even the Empire, but the world 


over. 


The minister showed how Alberta 
stood well to the front in educational 
advancement, educational facilities 
and educational staff, and well ahead 
of the other provincial educational 
systems. While he pointed, out that 
our wealthy and efficient cousins over 
the border haq 300,000 teachers giv- 
ing their services on permits. He ad- 
mitted that expenses of education 
should be a first call upon the public, 
but defended the politicians and the 
men who gave up thelr lives to pub- 
Ne work and to ‘public Interest. He 
won the sympathies of his audience 
by showing the difficulty of getting 
one’s policy before the people and 
getting them to understand his mot- 
ives. He demanded from the teachers 
more interest in political life and a 
wholesome attitude toward public 
life, public service and public men. 

The minister, with official figures 
at his finger tips, showed how the 
department of education had In- 
creased its expenditure one million 
dollars more in the last two years 
for educational purposes, and how no 
hope of retrenchment could bo enter- 
tained, but on the contrary there were 
such enormous possibilities of ex- 
Ppenditure that actua] figures would 
have staggered the provincial house 
if ho had put them before the mem- 
bers. 

Five new institutions are in course 
of progreas—a new training institute 
in Edmonton, a provincial home for 
the mentally defect'ves, a normal 
school for technological subjects in 
Calgary, a medical school and a 
group of new bu'ldings at the Uni- 
versity, necessary to cope with the 
large number of students. : 

Referring to his first speech as 
minister of education at the U.F.A. 
convention in Edmonton in the early 
days of 1919, the Hon, Geo. P. Smith 
referred to the profession of faith he 
had made then regarding his own 
conception of the province's respon- 
sibilities in regard to the rural prob- 
lems of education, the rural schools 
and the rural teachers, showing how 
deeply he felt that the rural school 
problems were the very foundat’on of 
the educational system, not only of 
the province and the dominion, but of 
the Emp!re. Acting on an impulse of 
confidence, the minister told the 
audience his own experience as a 
rural teacher in Ontario, when he 
taught school to 85 pupils single- 
handed for the magn'ficent salary of 
$300 a year while he was holding a 
first class certificate with university 
‘matriculation. He showed he under- 
|stood the teachers’ position of today 
and the difficulties of making the sal- 
aries meet modern exigencies. Then 
he outlined his own views and his own 
plans for the betterment of the edu- 
cational system and of the teachers, 

Alberta, as he pointed out, was the 
first province in the dominion to f'x 
a minimum e@alary. No other provin- 
celal government had dared to tackle 
the subject.. He was by his policy 
raising the status of the teachers. By 

only allowing grade X1 pupils to 
qual'fy for norma) training he was 
creating & new standard—a higher 
one—and while {t smneared to shut 
cut a number of younger teach r 
from the profess.onai. ranks, it was 
a stern measure to stop the demora- 
lization of those truly professional 
teachers who were giving the best of 
their lives in the service of teach'ng. 
He could not understand that not a 
state or a prov'nce In the ‘world had 
as yet realized that {t Was a state duty 
to provide teachers trained in effici- 
ency and moral sacrifice as well as 
{n intellectual and academic subjects, 
but while he was minister of ®duca- 
tion he would see to it that every 
qualified XI grade student could get 
a normal training aided by the gen- 
eroue loans which the department 
provided , and, if need be, by free 
training. Return'ng to the question 
of salaries, the minister showed how 
better trained students with a longer 
normal course would command a 
higher rate of salary. He also spo 

the teachers’ homes already pro- 
vided by 66 districts {n the province, 
who give their teachers a real home 
'n a five-acre garden suitable to raise 
any young family in a full measure 
of comfort and ease In finishing his 
speech the minister spoke w'th deen 
feeling of the non-English schools s0 
many of which were fn the northern 
parts of the province, and told the 
teachers how the department was try- 
ing to form a small army of co-work- 
ers by granting 
school courses, board and tuition to 
teachers who for two years. had 
taught in non-English rural échools, 
this for two successive years and 
thus creating a power which would 
be felt throughout the dominion—a 
power which would prove that the 
Canadian teachers could do thelr full 
share in turning out ec'tizens worthy 
of the British Empire.

GERMAN GOVT 
PROTEST OVER 
FRENCH ARMY 


Germans State French Occupa- 
tion of Ruhr Complete Sur- 
prise—Will Appeal 


BERLIN, April 6. — (Associated 
Preas.)—The French action in sending 
troops to the Ruhr district came as 
@ complete surprise, according to Ger- 
man official circles, as it had been 
hoped-that the manner in which the 
government troops were executing 
Police duties in that region would con- 


vince the entente that the government 
was not contemplating violation of 
the peace treaty. An official communi- 
‘cation says that the attitude of the 
other allied governments towards 
French ocoupation 16 not known, as 
Germany only received a note from 
France in the matter. 

“The German government will most 
energetically protest against this mea- 
sure, which renders all possibility of 
establishing a modus vivend! between 
France and Germany hopeless,” eays 
the communique, “and can only 
strengthen those elements in Germany 
which are entirely opposed to the exe- 
cution of the peace treaty. 

“We hope, however, that the rapid 
and smooth progress of the measures 
taken in the Ruhr region will shorten 
the martyrdom of the occupied towns. 
But there can be no room for doubt 
that the French action, which is just!- 
fied by no real interest and which ts 
contrary even to French interests, 
again endangers the republic and sets 
us months back in the establishfnent 
of orderly conditions” 


BONAR LAW'S VIEW

Manchester Guardian Says State- 
ment Unsound, Absurd—

LONDON, April 6—(Canadian As- 
sociated Press.).— The Manchester 
Guardian discussing Bonar Law's as- 
sertion in the home rule debate that 
‘if the self-governing dominions chose 
tomorrow to say ‘We will no longer 
make a part of the British Empire’ 
we would not try to force them,” 
criticizes him for seemingly having

Bonar Law's statement, according 
to the Guardian, has been received 
with joy by the Hertzoggites and has 
been condemned by the South African 
and Unionist parties as unsound, ab- 
surd and profoundly mischievous, The 
Guardian's own viewpoint is that the 
dispersal of the empire's territories 
over the globe must not blind us to 
the fact that in law the empire is 
just as strictly a unit as was the mure 
compact kingdom of the old German 
empire. “To say that every member 
of any such composite sovereign state 
has a right at any time to repudiate 
membership is by implication to deny 
political obligation altogether,” it 
says, 


FRANKFORT AND 
DARMSTADT CITIES 
NOW OCCUPIED 


French Troops Take Part in Op. 
erations and Meet with No 
Opposition 


PARIS, April 6.—Qfficial communi- 
cation issued this evening says: “The 
military operation contemplated 
against Frankfort and Darmstadt was 
begut today in the early hours. Troops 
of the 30th cgrps took part in the 
operation and .met with no resistence. 
The encircling of the two towns and 
the occupation of important points 
of the cirele were completed at evelen 
o'clock by’our cavalry which in the 
afternoon ocgupied Hanau, previously 
evacuated by the German troops. 

“A battalion of German _ security 
police was taken over tn the Frankfort 
barracks and disarmed.” 


SWITCHMEN WALK 
OUT, LEAVING IDLE 
PACKING HOUSE MEN 


President of Brotherhood Denies 
That Wages Involved in 
Walkout 


Chicago, April 6,—Between 15,- 
000 and 18,000 packing house workers 
were thrown out of employment today 
by the unauthorized atrike of switch- 
men in the Chicago switching district. 

A. F, Whitney, vice-president of the 
Brotherhood of Railway Trainmen, 
announced that aproximately 1,000 
union switchmen from other cities 
had arrived to replace strikers and 
that an additional thousand were on 
the way. Another 24 hours, he said, 
would see an end to the walkout which 
had largely huited freight movements. 

Characterizing the strikers as “rene- 
gades” and denying that the question 
of wages was involved in the walkout, 
W. G. Lee, president of the Brother- 
hood, issued a statement in Cleveland 
today, Siving sanction to any measures 
found necessary by the union “regul- 
ars’ 'to restore normal cc@ditlons,

By way of ‘persuading’ the 
German Government to take its 
troops out of Ruhr district, and 
away from an undersirable proxi- 
mity to the great Krupp works at 
Essen, the French forces have oc- 
cupied Frankfort and Darmstadt, 
thus taking another step toward 
Berlin, Whether they will take 
other steps in the same direction, 
and ultimately arrive there, prob- 
ably depends upon whtther the 

ersuasion is effective or not. The 

‘rench have just about as much 
faith in Germany’s good inten- 
tions as the circumstances call for, 
which is not enough to be a factor 
in a serious calculation of the pros- 
pects.

So, according to the Minister of 
Railways, the Government has de- 
cided to not do any work this year 
on the Hudson Bay railway. 

And where are those Western

ago, and what will they do? Will 
they filibuster, and hold up the 
estimates, and threaten to up-set 
the Government — which their 
number enables them to do?

legal assumption does not accord 
with the visible and available sup- 
ply of liquor in the province suffi- 
ciently well to be convincing, In 
fact there is and has been altogeth- 
er more liquor in circulation for 
beverage purposes than could be 


accounted for on any other sup- 
position than that some of it came as 


out of these warehouses. And in 
his recent speech in the House, Mr 
Bolye somewhat frankly admittec 
that the task of preventing this 
‘‘leakage’’ was one that the pro 
vincial police and the department 
had not been able to deal with sat- 
isfactorily. 

For tthe change in the law, and 
in their own prospects, the liquor 
dealers are therefore in a measure 
responsible. As the ware-houses 
could not be watched closely 
enough when run as at present, 
they must hereafter be run as 
bonded ware-houses or not at all. 
That is to say, the liquor will have 
to be brought into the province in 
bond, kept in bond, and shipped 
out in bond. And as the duty of 
supervising. the operation of bond- 
ed ware-houses rests upon the In- 
land Revenue Department of the 
Federal Government, it will be up 
to the Federal authorities to see 
that all the liquor that is imported 
is exported. 

That is, if the ware-houses are 
allowed to operate at all; which 
they are not to be if the provincial 
authorities can prevail upon the 
Federal authorities to refuse li- 
censes. The practice has been 
established that before granting 
ware-house licenses the Iederal 
Government asks consent of the 
provincial government, and the 
Attorney-General intimated on 
Monday that his consent would 
not be granted to the further Ji- 
censing even of bonded ware- 
houses. 

The program as outlined is that 
the ware-houses now in existence 
will be given thirty days in which 
to dispose of their stocks. At the 
end of that time the Provincial 
Police will escort the remaining 
supplies to the provincial bound- 
aries. Whether it is brought back, 
or the ware-house re-stocked, will 
rest with the Dominion authori- 
ties,

Or Self Dependence? 

Most people will find it easy to 
sympathize with the idea of the 
member for North Calgary in pro- 
posing that the Government should 
start a loan scheme iv help stu- 
dents of scant means to obtain a 
course in the provincial university. 
His proposal was that ten students 
might form a group, become joint- 
ly liable, and so secure from the 
Government a loan sufficient to 
meet their expenses; a scheme hav- 
ing some obvious points of similar- 
ity to that under which farmers 
are enabled to purchase cattle 
under the ‘‘cow biil.’’ 


Sober second thought, however, 


robs the suggestion of some of :ts 
seeming necessity, therefore of, 
some of its attractiveness, and con- 
firms the wisdom of the Legisla- 
ture in declining to approve it. 

For one thing, it has to be recog- 
nized that the ‘line which limits 
public responsibilities has to be, 
drawn somewhere: The Province, 
simply cannot stand as godfather| 
to everybody and in respect to al 
things. People must help them- 
selves, and help one another as in- 
dividuals, The state cannot do all 
the helping that is required, or 
that is represented as being requir- 
ed. For the funds of the state are 
drawn from the pocket of the av- 
erage citizen, and it can draw no 
more than he can spare. However 
graduated taxation may be made, 
it still remains true that the great 
bulk of the public funds come 
from people who are not rich; and 
it is the purse of the average tax- 
payer, not that of the occasional 
eich taxpayer, which must deter- 
mine how much can be coilected 
and spent. 

There was never a time when 
the state was being called upon so 
insistently and so vociferously to 
assume obligations toward the in-| 
dividual which have hitherto been 
regarded as matters for his per- 
sonal attention and effort as today, 
nor a time when the demands 
made came from such widely se- 
parated quarters, It is now repre- 
sented by considerable and very 
persistent sections of the publie to 
be the duty of the state to provide

Speaking of the Canadian Pa- 


cific the Minister said: 

“The railway situation in Canada 
has undergone a marked change, the 
entire mileage being now controlled 
in two great groups or systems, the 
Canadian National and the Canadian 
Pacific, 


“In Canada the mileage of the iat- 
ter road is 14,824, but there are 
4,948 of owned or controlled lines in 
the United States, eo that the system 
mileage aggregates 19,772. Includ- 
ing the Grand Trunk lines, the 
Canadian National System will com- 
Nse 22,355 miles, of which 2,093 
miles are located in the States. 
These two great systems are, from 
the mileage standpoint ,at any rate¢, 
fairly evenly balanced ,and it is un- 
necessary to point out to honorable 
members that any increase in rates 
granted the Canadian National Sys- 
tem would easily apply to Cana- 
dian Pacific lines. No doubt, hon- 
orable members read in the news- 
papers recently the annual state- 
ment of this immense corporation, 
which showed that, notwithstanding 
the disadvantages of increased op- 
porating costs and charges common 
to all roads, the Canadian Pacific 
Railway had been able to pay a divi- 
dend of seven per cent. on their ratl- 
Way operations, and three per cent, 
on their outside operations, or, in 
all, their usual 10 per cent. dividend. 

“Now, the argument has been ad- 
vanced that it would be possible.to 
tax out of the C.P.R. any increase 
in earnings which might be permit- 
ted them in common with the Can- 
adian National System. I have my 
own opinion as to the fairness of 
such a proposition, but, In any event, 
I personally feel that such a pro- 
posal, even if fair from the stand- 
point of competition, would not be 
practicable, for the simple reason 
that you could not prevent the Cana- 
dian Pacific from spending their 
revenues legitimately on the Iim- 
provement of their property, and, if 
at the end of the year we found that 
the increased earnings had gone 
into betterments, how could we tax 
it out of them?

The danger of this socialistic 
tendency lies not only in the fact 
that the public are taxed to take 
care of the fortunate classes, but 
that as reliance upon state aid 
tends to develop _ self-reliance 
tends to dwindle, As a public pol- 
icy the thmgis ultimately doomed, 
because it destroys the source from 
which the strength of the state is 
drawn.

Approval Is Passed Without Dis. 
senting Vote at Board of

Without a single dissenting vote, 
Edmonton Board of Trade members, | 
assembled nearly three hundred 
strong at their noon luncheon Tues- 
day, stamped their approval on the 
Proposed money bylaws for power); 
plant, telephone and incinerator ex-j} 
tens ons and Improvements. 

The resolution endorsing these bys | 
laws was presented and moved by) 
Cecil Sutherland, and seconded by 
'G. R. F. Kirkpatrick. While the lat- 
ter, who looked after the city’s bank- 
ing interests, had urged economy in! 
the past, he saw the present necessity | 
for improvements as called for by; 
the proposed bylaws. All improve- | 
ments involved were necessary to the 
city’s welfare. 

Endorsation was also given by 
James Ramsey, who asserted he had 
|a strong feeling that the money by- 
laws under discussion should be fully 
supported by the people. W. W. Pre- 
vey, who had previously voiced objeo- 
tion to the bylaws, withdrew any re- 
marks he may have made In this re- 
gard, and urged if the board of trade 
was going to support them, that the 
support be wholehearted and unani- 
mous,

Report of Committee. 

The report of the c.vic interests 
committee entirely endorsed the 
money by-laws including that of $50,- 
000 for the proposed removal of the 


St./incinerator; that of $700.000 for an 


extension of the Power Plant and the 
one of $500,000 for telephone equip- 
ment and extensions, 

Tuesday mornings Bullet'n. pub- 
ished a full report concerning the 
present capacity and the proposed 
additions to the power plant while 
the folowing is the report of the 
Board of Trade’s committee outlining 
ex Stng conditions and giving reas- 
ons why, in the opinion of the com- 
mittee, the ‘by-laws should receive 
jthe endorsation- of the people: 

Incinerator By Law.

The 
Odject of placing it on the Ross flats 
is to enable the disposal of garbage 
from both sides of the river, to be 
hauled down hill to a central loca- 
tion, We are informed that this mod- 
ern plant does not create any objec- 
tionable odors, and will not be a 
nuisance to this ne'ghborhood. 
Furthermore !t will be placed near the 
other City utilities in that eecton. 

Telephone Extension, 

Telephone Equipment and Exten- 
sion, $600,000:—To give a clear con- 
ception of the necess!ty for the by-law 
calling for an expenditure of $500- 
000 towards telephone extensions, it 
{s necessary to go back for some time. 

Early in 1919 it was decided to 
epend about $900,000 for the purpose 
of changing over the plant on the 
South side of the river and also that 
of serving subscribers !n the down 
town district. Three out of four of- 
fices were crowded to their capacity 
jand the fourth was rapidly reach ng 
that state. 

Tt was felt at that time from an 
engineering standpoint, the log cal 
Ahing to do was to change over these 
{two mentioned exchanges to appara- 
tus of a more modern kind instead of 
continuing the present type, When 
the utilities comm ssion were ap- 
| proached, they would not agree to the 
city borrow.ng so large a sum at that 
time, consequently another plan was 
devised necess'tating the expend ture | 
}of $260,000, which was passed. This 
pian involved a scheme whereby @ 
certa'n amount of lines were changed 
from the South S'de office to the Cen- 
;trai office, thereby leaving room for

'$|two years growth tn the South, but 


congesting the Central office. 

A new ma'n office was to Be er- 
écted bes:de the present one, which Is 
now in a very dangerous condition, 
and 1,000 lines of modern equipment 
nstalied to relieve this congest'on. 
This plan was put forward for the 
purpose of relieving cond'tions for 
about two years only, These two 
years wit be up in April 1y21 but, 
owing to the extraordinary demand 
for service, we have approximately 
700 app!icants waiting now, and as we 
can only install to within 90 per cent. 
of the total, th's is only a leeway for 
200 more. This brings us to the 
neecessity of the proposed expendi- 
ture of $600,000, 

The new office now in course of er- 
ection will accomodate approximately 
7,000 lines, this ts not anyth ng like 
large enough for a modern exchange 
in &@ growing City, but as the property 
owned by the Department wus rot 
sufficient for a larger office, a plan 
has been perfected whereby It will 
utimately be extended through the 
present old one. When the complete 
building is erected !t will front on 
MsDougall Avenue as at present, and 
there will be capacity for at least -15,- 
000 iines.

PROPOSAL GIVEN 
BOARD SUPPORT 


City Business Men Behind Agita- 
tion for Whitecourt Railway 
Extension 


DELEGATION IN CITY 
Northern Men Are En Route to | 


Ottawa to Wait on Govern- | 
ment 


Unamimous support of Edmonton 
business men assembled at the noon 
luncheon of the hoard of trade Tues- 
day was given to delegates of the 
Grande Prairie board of trade in their 
efforts to urge the Dominion govern- 
Ment to complete the present C.N.R. 
branch line to Whitecourt, and furth- 


er to extend and complete the line 
from Whitecourt to 


Grande Prairie with extensiong east 
and west. 

The Grande Prairie delegation 
present at the meeting was composed 
of E. A. McDonald, Capt R, B. How- 


ell and Hugh Allen who leave Ed- 
monton Tuesday evening for Ottawa 


where they will assert thetr claims 
and urge that construction be com- 
menced tmmed ately on the extension 
from Grande Prairie on the one end 


and from Whitecourt on the other so 
as to reduce to a minimum tne waste 
of time in construction 

Resolution Passed, 

¥. T. Fisher introduced and moved 
the Board of Trade's resolution, Glenn 
B. Chadwick second.ng its adoption. 
It read as follows: 

“In view of the large amount of 
settlement that has taken place in the 
country adjacent to the route of the 
projected Grande Prairie branch of 
the Canadian National Railway and 
not served by existing railways, and 
in view of great possibil.ties of furth- 
er development in such territory, and 
in view of the very urgent need of 
the various settlements in the Grande 
Prairio district for d rect rail com- 
munication with Edmonton and other 
markets, Be it resilved that in the 
opinion of the Edmonton board of 
trade it is urgently necessary that the 
said Grande Pratria Branch of the 
Canadian National railway be com- 
pleted to and beyond the town of 
Grande Pratirie, with all possible 
speed; and that in order to permit 
of thie year's crop being got to mar- 
construction should at once be 
commenced both ways from Grande 
Prairie.” 

Past Misunderstanding 

Mr. Fisher explained that some mis- 
understanding had arisen tn the past 
arguing that Edmonton had ehown 
oppos.tion to the effect of the resolu- 
tion it Was now supporting. It ‘was 
doubtless occasioned as a result of the 
full realization of business men here

MOVIE THEATRES OBJEOT
